Storm  Aims  At  Florida  With  Growing  Fury 


MIAMI  (UPI)— Caribbean  killer 
storm  Inez  ended  a three-day  at- 
tack on  Cuba’s  agricultural  econ- 
omy Sunday  and  built  back  to  hur- 
ricane fury  on  a destructive  trek 
toward  south  Florida  and  the  west- 
ern Bahamas. 

Inez,  which  killed  at  least  1,300 
persons  and  caused  over  $100  mil- 
lion damage  on  three  Caribbean  is- 
lands, quickly  built  winds  to  75 
miles  per  hour  as  it  screamed 
across  the  Florida  Straits  raising 
seas  of  8 to  12  feet  in  the  Gulf 
Stream.  Only  one  death  was  report- 
ed in  Cuba,  but  the  storm  did 
heavy  damage  to  vital  sugar  and 
coffee  crops. 

Weathermen  raised  gale  warn- 
ings from  Marathen  in  the  Florida 
Keys  north  to  Stuart  on  the  main- 
land and  warned  that  winds  of  up 
to  100  mph  would  pound  the  tinly- 
populated  Bimini  chain  in  the  Ba- 
hamas around  midnight.

40  to  60  miles  east  of  Miami  about 
4 a.m.  Monday  morning,”  said 
forecaster  Arnold  Sugg  at  the  Nat- 
ional Hurricane  Center.  “But  we 
won’t  get  much  more  than  gales 
between  40  to  60  miles  an  hour 
from  here  north  to  Palm  Beach.” 

The  points  which  seemed  to  be 
in  the  most  danger  were  U.S.  Air 


Force  tracking  stations  in  the  Ba- 
hamas, but  they  were  well  batten- 
ed down. 

The  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  (NASA)  at 
Cape  Kennedy  reported  that  its 
tracking  points  on  Grand  Bahama, 
Eleuthera,  and  Carter  Cay  were 
“tied  down  tight.”  All  dependents 


were  reported  either  safely  en- 
cased in  hurricane-proof  quarters 
or  evacuated  to  the  mainland. 

At  6 p.m.  EDT,  the  center  of 
Inez  was  located  near  latitude  24.5 
north,  longitude  79.6  west  or  about 
95  miles  south-southeast  of  Miami. 
The  storm  was  headed  on  a north- 
erly course  at  8 mph.

Cats,  Rams  Thrill  Fans 
With  Last-Minute  Heroics 

Knees  shaking  and  hearts  still  jumpy,  25,023  BYU  foot- 
ball fans  left  Cougar  Stadium  Friday  evening  after  one  of 
the  tightest  finishes  in  the  three-year  history  of  the  sta- 
dium. 

Colorado  State  quarterback  Bob  Wolfe  engineered  an 
eleventh-hour  drive  down  to  the  Cougar  34  yard  line  before 
time  ran  out.  On  the  next  to  the  last  play  of  the  game,  Wolfe 
fired  a long  pass  to  soph  end  Terry  Swan  who  dropped  it  in 
the  end  zone.  The  Rams  reeled  off  12  plays  in  the  last  1 :24 
of  the  contest. 

PECULIAR  PLAYS 

BYU’s  sophomore  punter,  Tom  Lahman,  did  a fine  job 
for  most  of  the  evening.  On  one  very  unusual  play,  though, 
his  knee  touched  the  turf  as  he  was  scooping  up  a low  pass 
from  center.  Result:  CSU  possession  of  the  ball  and  an 
eventual  score. 

And  the  touchdown  the  Rams  got  out  of  it  was  another 
peculiar  play.  Quarterback  Wolfe  handed  the  ball  to  Jon 
Henderson.  Henderson  floated  to  his  left  side  and  then 
planted  his  feet  and  fired  a touchdown  pass  to  Wolfe  streak- 
ing down  the  right  side  line. 

College  and  professional  football  scouts  in  attendance  at 
the  game  almost  outnumbered  press  representatives.  More 
than  20  scouts — four  from  Utah  University  alone — were 
present.  A Houston  Oiler  scout  had  his  eye  on  Cougars  Virgil 
Carter,  Curg  Belcher  and  Mel  Olson. 

After  the  first  BYU  touchdown,  scored  by  Perry  Rodri- 
gue as  he  gi’abbed  a deflected  pass,  the  Cougar  Marching 
Band  played  the  Marine  hymn.  It  was  appropriate.  Rodrigue 
is  one  of  the  several  Marines  Coach  Tom  Hudspeth  imported 
to  BYU  two  years  ago. 

SETS  RECORD 

Fullback  John  Ogden,  certainly  one  of  the  finest  players 
ever  to  wear  a BYU  uniform,  broke  Eldon  Fortie’s  record 
for  yards  gained  Friday.  John  plowed  through  the  CSU  line 
for  120  yards  on  24  attempts.  He  also  now  holds  the  BYU 
record  for  number  of  carries  in  a career. 

BYU’s  defensive  unity  was  outstanding  on  occasion.  On 
the  first  series  of  downs  for  CSU,  halfback  Oscar  Reed  and 
fullback  Jim  Oliver  tried  the  middle  of  the  Cougar  line.  Each 
time  the  attempt  was  thwarted  after  a total  gain  of  about 
two  yards. 

Leading  the  defensive  charge  were  Sid  Frazier,  Glen 
Gardner — voted  outstanding  lineman  of  the  game — Curg 
Belcher,  Joe  Scanlan  and  Moses  Kim.

the  National  League  season  by 
picking  up  his  27th  victory  against 
nine  losses. 

Koufax  was  26-8  last  year  and 
19-5  and  25-5  the  two  previous  sea- 
sons. 

Koufax  was  rocked  for  three  runs 
in  the  ninth  before  he  retired  a 
batter  but  hung  on  to  win  the  pen- 
nant for  Los  Angeles.

Advanced 

Application  deadline  for  admis- 
sion to  Brigham  Young  University 
for  the  autumn  semester  1967  has 
been  advanced  to  April  30,  it  was 
announced  today  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Cutoff  date  for  the  present  school 
year  was  July  30.  President  Wilkin- 
son said  many  of  the  major  univer- 
sities and  colleges  have  deadlines 
earlier  than  April  30  and  some  as 
early  as  Jan.  1. 

“The  earlier  date  will  give  fresh- 
men students  a chance  to  prepare 
for  entering  the  University,”  Pres- 
ident Wilkinson  said.  “It  also  will 
enable  the  administration  to  pre- 
pare more  thoroughly  by  knowing 
in  advance  the  composition  of  the 
studentbody.” 

The  president  explained  the  early 
date  will  allow  a full  summer  in 
which  the  deans  of  the  school’s  13 
colleges  can  communicate  with  in- 
coming students  and  prepare  them 
not  only  for  registratlMi  but  also 
in  the  selection  of  a major  and 
determination  of  objectives. 

William  R.  Siddoway,  dean  of 
admissions  and  records,  issued  a 
reminder  that  all  high  school  stu- 
dents seeking  admission  to  BYU 
must  take  the  American  College 
Test.  The  test  is  given  in  all  states 
and  in  many  foreign  countries, 
and  students  must  register  in  ad- 
vance at  their  local  high  schools 
or  colleges. 

Two  test  dates,  Dec.  10,  1966,  and 
Feb.  18,  1967  remain  before  the 
BYU  admissions  deadline  of  April 
30. 

Students  need  not  wait  until  April 
but  may  apply  immediately  after 
taking  the  American  College  Test, 
Dean  Siddoway  said.  The  applica- 
tion must  be  accompanied  by  the 
scores  of  the  test  and  two  copies 
of  the  student’s  transcript  of  high 
school  credits.  These  may  cover 
six  semesters,  or  through  the  jun- 
ior year  of  high  school  work  if 
application  is  made  before  Feb.  1, 
or  seven  semesters  of  high  school 
work  after  that  time. 

“The  Admissions  Office  will  be- 
gin to  evaluate  applications  as  soon 
as  they  are  received,”  Dean  Sid- 
doway said.  “Those  who  meet  high 
standards  will  receive  notice  of 
a d m i s s ion  immediately.  Those 
with  deficiencies  also  will  be  not- 
ified of  these  so  that  they  can  pre- 
pare themselves.  All  notices  will 
be  mailed  by  June  1.” 

The  Dean  asserted  every  stu- 
dent not  immediately  admitted  will 
receive  r e c o m m e ndations  and 
counsel  on  what  he  should  do  to 
prepare  himself  for  admission  or 
to  be  enrolled  in  the  best  educa- 
tional opportunity  for  himself. 

An  eight-member  Admissions 
Committee  carefully  examines  the 
application  materials  of  every  stu- 
dent whose  admission  to  BYU  is  in 
question. 

Last  spring  President  Wilkinson 
said  a limit  of  19.500  students  had 
been  placed  on  BYU  enrollment 
for  this  year.  However,  registra- 
tion, which  ended  Friday  (Sept.  30) 
is  expected  to  reach  dose  to  the 
20,000  mark.
